Labour's Interna¬ 
tional Nay-Day 
Celebrated 

Unde r the auspices of the lo¬ 
cal Miners Union the fifth May- 
Day of the War was observed by 
a large number of citizens who 
gathered in the Union Hall for 
the occasion. The assemblage was 
addressed by a number of prom¬ 
inent speakers, who came from 
various places in Alberta and 
British Columbia. 

Chairman Enoch Williams, sec¬ 
retary of Blairmlore Union, 
called the meeting to order and 
introduced the various speakers. 
Representing Mr. A.J. Morrison, 
M.L.A. for Edson, secretary- 
treasurer of UJW.M.A., Mr. Mc- 
Cloy brought greetings to the 
local union. He then offered 
some criticisms iof the govern¬ 
ment because of the great profits 
that have been made during this 
war by certain corporations, in¬ 
cluding our railways. The speak¬ 
er was confident of a happy fut¬ 
ure for Canada if our labourers 
display the same determined will 
to win the peace, which they 
they have shown in their struggle 
to win the war 

In his address Mr. Roper, M. 
L.A. for Edmonton(C.C.F.), gave 
a brief outline of the progress 
of the war during these five 
years. The constant question of 
men back from the scene of hos¬ 
tilities, he declared, was the pros¬ 
pect for employment when “The 
Boys Return.” Will it be the old 
story of unemployment and hun- 
ga r marches? Russians, the 
speaker said, know the kind of 
country they will return to after 
the war, and they are confident 
and content. But in Canada a 
complete change of system, is 
required; a change from econ¬ 
omic dictatorchip to a truly de- 
democratic system. 

Mr. E.C. Wobeck, C.C.F. Can¬ 
didate for Mlacleod, spoke briefly 
words of warning lest Canada 
become dominated by facist in¬ 
terests. Accordingly, he appealed 
to the labour people lof the country 
to oppose capitalistic designs up¬ 
on their democratic privileges. 
Captain L. Edwards, chairman 
of the Labour Progressive Patty 
of Alberta, was the next to ad¬ 
dress the gathering. The primary 
task of world-wide labour is to 
destroy the Ibeast of Nazism, the 
speaker declared. For the welfare 
of the future the. speaker believ¬ 
ed that international understand¬ 
ing between capitalistic and soc¬ 
ialistic countries was essential. 
Problems of reconstruction and of 
feeding the people of the occupied 
countries will be most immediate 
and pressing after the war. Can¬ 
ada and the United States will 
emerge rich in productive capac¬ 
ity, they must not stand isolated 
from the needy countries of Eur¬ 
ope and Asia. By meeting the 
need of that time our factories 
may be kept humming 'and our 
people employed. Unity within 
the Labour Party is essential, he 
said, if that party is to play its 
rightful part in shaping the [pol¬ 
icy of Canada in future years. 

Mr. Tom Uphill, M.L.A. for 
E. Kootenay, spoke briefly to Ap¬ 
peal for hearty support of this, 
the Sixth Loan. 

The meeting was closed by sing¬ 
ing the national anthem.

EUROPEON PEOPLES 
RECEIVE FEW FATS 

In Canada butter is the only fat 
that is rationed. In Europe at 
this time, however, all fats are 
usually grouped together for ra¬ 
tioning and in most countries the 
weekly ration of all fats is less 
than the Canadian ration of but¬ 
ter alone. One of the lowest of all 
fats rations in Europe is that of 
France, where the normal con¬ 
sumer is supposed to get only IV* 
ounces a week, slightly more 
than we get of butter in a day. 
The German fats ration is seven 
ounces a week. Norway and Den¬ 
mark have a slightly higher ra¬ 
tion. But in the Netherlands the 
weekly ration for children of all 
fats, even with the increase re¬ 
ported to have 'become effective, 
is no more than three ounces.

The Loan Committee is pleas¬ 
ed at the general reception the citizens are giving the 
salesmen. It is predicted that an all time subscription 
record will be set in this loan. Already applications 
have been written so far and if this continues, the com¬ 
mittee hopes to reach the six hundred mark. 

It is splendid to know we have that many loyal citi¬ 
zens supporting the war effort, but what about the rest 
of the people ? 

In a community such as we have,\ where work has 
been fairly steady for years, to feel we have done well 
when we sell only half of those who should buy, must be 
discouraging to some of us. This war is not just being 
fought for half of the people, but it is fought for all of 
them, not only in Canada, but all over the world, wheth¬ 
er in friendly or enemy territory. Freedom and civiliza¬ 
tion are at stake and if we lose them there is no hope for 
any. 

The magnificent war effort of Canada has been prais¬ 
ed by all the United Nations, particularly by our neigh¬ 
bor to the south, where large efforts are common. No 
country with such small population has done so much 
and done it so well. Billions in gifts, in food and money 
went to our Allies; we are paying*our way as the#war 
goes on; we produce side by side with the greatest na¬ 
tions; placing some of the world’s best fighting men 
equipped with the best mechanical equipment at the 
frontier of civilized men. We have the credit of being 
the only nation to have keptuvartimq inflation under 
control, and all this with the whole-hearted support of 
little more than half of our people if Coleman is to be 
taken as an example. We wonder what we could have 
done if we went out 100% for the war effort! It would 
be hard to say what effect it would have on the enemy, 
but we know, at least it will inspire our Allies to greater 
achievements and therefore overwhelm the enemy in a 
shorter time than it would take ordinarily. On the other 
hand, if we were to fail, the reverse will be the result. 
No matter what the rest of Canada may do, let us here 
in Coleman tell the boys we sent to fight for us we are 
behind them, we are backing them up, we are buying 
more bonds than is asked of us and that we are doing 
our best to bring them home by helping to bring nearer 
the day of peace to them, and victory for our CANADA.

SPECIAL PLACEMENT WORK 
FOR HANDICAPPED 
WORKERS 

Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, minis¬ 
ter of labor, announces that the 
Employment and Selective Service 
offices across Canada will open sec¬ 
tions in the larger local offices, 
known as Special Services Sections, 
to specialize in the placement 
of workers who are physically 
handicapped, either through war 
services or civilian accidents. Of¬ 
ficers in the larger local offices are 
now being trained to deal with the 
placement of handicapped workers, 
and it is expected that the co-op¬ 
eration of employers and social 
agencies will be enlisted.' 

From information available to 
the Department of Labor, it would 
appear that in these times of la¬ 
bor shortages employers in a great 
many cases are realizing that phys¬ 
ically handicapped workers are 
highly efficient in certain types of 
employment, so that it is hoped to 
take advantage of the heavy de¬ 
mands for workers of all types to 
assist in rehabilitating those who 
are handicapped, as they- would be 
less certain of securing a start in 
employment at other times,

BLAIRMORE VICTORY LOAN 
SHOW LARGE ATTENDANCE 

(Held from last week) 

The Blairmore Victory Loan be¬ 
gan with a programme which was 
held in the town park, with Mr. 
Chapell, unit organiser, presid¬ 
ing as chairman. 

After the singing of 0! Canada, 
a brief address was given by Mr. 
Chapell. The text of the address 
was, “those who can’t fight for 
themselves should make their dol¬ 
lars fight for them.” 

The second item of the pro¬ 
gramme was a group of band 
selections by the Air Cadet Bugle 
Band. 

At the conclusion of the Air 
Cadet’s rousing music, a plaque 
was presented by LAC Schlosesr 
to Mr. Enoch Williams, mayor of 
Blairmore, and chairman of tl$e 
Blairmore-Frank Committee. 

Mr. Enoch Williams gave a 
very stirring address, in which he 
expressed the need for buying 
victory bonds.

Mayor Wil¬ 
liams also stated that two hun¬ 
dred or possibly more, boys and 
girls from Blairmore, are now 
serving overseas; and in order to 
bring back as many of them as 
possible, more, more and still 
more supplies are needed. 

Following this address, the au¬ 
dience moved to the Orpheum 
Theatre where two excellent 
films were shown entitled, “Tar¬ 
get Berlin” and "German Atroc¬ 
ities”. These were actual pictures 
captured from German Prisoners, 
by the Allies. 

Mr. W. Cole spoke on the need 
of buying bonds and he thanked 
the people of the Crows Nest 
Pass, for the wonderful response 
given to the tag day for Yasinov- 
ataya. 


Yasinavataya is an adopted 
district in Russia which the Crows 
Nest Pass has pledged to support. 
It is a mining district of approxi¬ 
mately the same population as 
the Pass, and has been bombed 
extensively by the Germans. 

Three brief, but very appropri¬ 
ate addresses, were given by Mrs. 
D. Walker, Mrs. J. Patterson 
and Mrs. J. Stewart, who all have 
sons in the forces overseas. Mrs. 
Patterson, in her speech urged 
all the mothers to keep within 
their budget, in order to buy an 
extra bond. 

After hearing these sincere 
speeches the people of Blairmore 
were convinced more than ever 
of the need for their full co-opera¬ 
tion.

SOCIAL STUDIES 
IN EDUCATION 

In the modern trend of educa¬ 
tion, Social Studies has been giv¬ 
en a foremost place in the course 
of studies. It ranges from the 
study of ancient history to the 
study of existing social conditions 
and problems. 

The new course trains the 
student for his role in society; 
develops in him habits and skills 
which will make him a good citi¬ 
zen and thus raises the stan¬ 
dards of social living. 

In the new course the problems 
and mistakes of former peoples 
and generations are outlined to 
students in such a way that the 
latter -may profit by these mis¬ 
takes and may strive to establish 
the basis of a better generation. 
An example of how history re¬ 
peats itself is shown in the close 
similarity of the dictatorship of 
Nazi Germany to that of the an¬ 
cient dictatorship of Sparta. It is 
known that in different stages of 
history, numerous kings and dic¬ 
tators have set out to conquer 
and rule the world. It is also 
known that these same power- 
crazed men were unsuccessful in 
their attempts. Their failure re¬ 
sulted in the ultimate downfall 
of their countries. 

Another modern social problem, 
which is discussed thoroughly is 
post-war reconstruction. In these 
discussions the students are en¬ 
couraged to voice their 'opinions. 
Both the opinions of the students 
and the teachers are carefully 
considered. 

“Current events” is the study 
of present war activities, of im¬ 
portant men of the world, and of 
geography, one of the more im¬ 
portant factors in the strategy of 
the present war. This enables the 
pupils to know why such things 
as the invasions of the war have 
not been pointed directly at def¬ 
inite objectives but at points 
wheie casualties would be lower¬ 
ed and progress made rapid. This 
also includes the study of climat¬ 
ic conditions. Another point ini 
current events is the following of 
the progress of the war and 
keeping well informed on the 
positions of the present war lead¬ 
ers and their governments. 

Although a great part of soc¬ 
ial studies course is on modern 
problems, history is not com¬ 
pletely left out. Now only the 
more important parts, such as 
the settlement of new countries 
and their progress throughout 
the years is studied. 

In our opinion the new Social 
Studies course has been greatly 
improved and is now one of the 
most interesting and important 
subjects on the modern high 
school curriculum.
